Pavy-rolls were almost up to the 1930 level by 
last Aneust. Since the election, pay increases and 
bonuses have pushed the figure much higher. In- 
dustrial production is ahead of 1930. 

That is one reason that eattle prices are advane- 
ing, and*that hog prices have held up in spite of 
heavy shipments, 





Pav-rolls, in factories and other business, are 
| not the only thing supporting consumer buying 
power. Workers at federal PWA and WPA jobs 
are getting pay checks and spending money for 
food. Direct relief is helping food consumption in 
other quarters. Old age pensions will help the 
buying power of the elderly and impoverished. 








Farm income rises as pay-rolls rise, pro- 
vided farm production is under control. 
Farm income has gone up faster than fae- 
tory pay-rolls since 1933, but thru the years 
the two stay fairly close together. 


That’s why it is good news for farmers 
when the average annual wage of city work- 
ers is increased, provided that wage _ in- 
crease is accompanied by an increase in 
production of goods or services. 


If pay-rolls and industrial production continue 
to rise, it means good luck for farmers who pro- 
duce beef. dairy produets, fruits, vegetables and 
other commodities that don’t depend on the export 
market. 

That is, it means good luek until— 

Produeers of these products get excited and pro- 
duce far too much. Then, of course, prices will 
sag, as they always do. 


Or until the export market for hogs, cotton, 
tobacco and wheat remains weak at the same time 
that we have normal weather and normal produe- 
tion. In that ease, producers of export crops, 
barred from selling abroad, will turn to producing 
crops that are selling at fair prices at home.

Markets For 


Farm Products 


Dairymen know how this is. Back in the depres- 
sion period, dairymen got along pretty well for a 
while. But as prices of wheat and hogs dropped, 
wheat and hog farmers started milking cows. And 
then dairy product prices came down too. 

We know that the export market for all farm 
products is likely to continue to be poorer than in 
the 1921-29 period. We know that the tendeney will 
be for more farmers in export crops to shift over 
to products consumed entirely at home. 

Will pay-rolls increase fast enough so that con- 
sumer buying power will keep pace with this m- 
crease in production? 


Or will it be necessary to adopt some 
means to increase consumption of such 
products without waiting for big pay-roll 
increases? Suppose the nation decided to 
see that every child under eighteen was 
properly nourished. Suppose that federal 
funds were used freely to buy extra quanti- 
ties of milk, butter, beef, fruits and vege- 
tables for distribution to children in the 
lower income groups. Would that provide 
a satisfactory new market that would ab- 
sorb increased domestic production? 


Instead of permitting wheat growers to raise 
unlimited quantities of wheat and letting the gov- 
ernment pay the costs of dumping the surplus 
abroad, thus giving foreigners cheap bread, would 
it not be better, for example, to help wheat farmers 
to shift to beef, dairy or fruit produetion, and 
then use federal funds to put this surplus into the 
stomachs of hungry children at home? 

These are questions of national policy that farm- 
ers will have to consider in the next few years. 
Right now, pay-rolls and city consuming power are 
going up, but it is still a race between pay-rolls 
and good weather. Will pay-rolls continue to rise 
fast enough to take care of the increased produe- 
tion that normal weather will bring? 

Farmers must decide how to meet the problems 
that will arise if farm production again races ahead 
of pay-rolls, as it did in the vears before 1933,

MORE GRASS 


Corn belt farmers have found in the last 
few years that good pasture is one of the 
farm’s biggest assets. 

If not overgrazed, pasture stands up re- 
markably well under drouth conditions. It 
prevents erosion. It saves labor. It provides 
cheap feed. It furnishes the kind of feed 
that livestock must have to make the best 
growth. 

But two drouth years out of three have 
wrecked many overgrazed blue grass pas- 
They have killed new seedings of 
clover and alfalfa. 


tures. 


The big job on many farms for 1937 is 
to get more land back to grass. Grass seed 
is high. So is feed grain. The temptation will 
be great to overplant grain crops and get 
a big crop and low prices, instead of build- 
ing up more valuable pastures and holding 
down on feed grain acreage. 

Yet for those farmers who expect to stay 
on the same farm, it is far more important 
to get good pasture started than to pile up 
unsalable surpluses of feed grains. Let’s 
start figuring now on the best ways to 
build up old pastures and to get new pas- 
tures started next spring.

MOVING DAY 


How many farmers in your neighborhood 
will move next March? 

Too many! 

Nobody can do much of a job of farming 
unless he has a chance to stay on the farm 
at least thru one three-year rotation. 

But on January 1, 1935, one-third of the 
farmers of the United States had been on 
their farms two years or less. 

lowa is a little better than the national 
average, but not much better. Twenty-nine 
per cent of lowa’s farmers had been on their 
farms two years or less, as against 33 per 
cent for the nation. 


The folks who do the most moving are 
tenants, of course. Owners sell, trade and 
move too often on the whole, but one-third 
of the tenants of the country had been on 
their farms less than one year when the 
census was taken, and less than half had 
been on their farms longer than two years. 


Real, profitable farming means less mov- 
ing around. And that means longer leases 
for tenants, better chances for tenants to 
become owners, less disposition on the part 
of owners to sell out when land prices rise, 
and farm income high enough to prevent 
forced sales. 


Let’s quit moving!

The twenty-four brooder units are 
on the east and west sides of a long 
hallway running north and south, so 
that all units obtain an equal amount 
of sunlight 

The heating plant blows warm air 
into each unit from a duct along the 
} center hallway. Outgoing air from 
the units is drawn into openings 
near the walls. Temperatures, which 
will never vary more than two or 
three degrees, probably will be es- 
tablished somewhere between 60 and 
70 degrees, Electric brooders will 
be provided for chicks. 

Sun porches, to which all units 
open, Will have wire netting bottoms 
and sides. Feed storage space is 
provided.

Sometimes hens will not continue 


laving after getting a good start in 
the fall. Producers wonder at the 
cause of this halt in production. 
There are several reasons why 
the flock may fail to continue sat 
{sfactory egg production during the 
fall and winter months, it is point- 
ed out by D. D. Moyer, of the Mis- 
souri agricultural station. In the 
first place, the flock may be low 
producing breeding stock, thus not 
having the inherent ability to lay 
over a long period of time without 
a rest period. This can be elimi- 
nated in next vear's flock by secur- 
ing chicks from a high production 


bred flock. 


Poor feeding, management and san- 


itation practices during the brood- 
ing and growing periods are often 
responsible for unsatisfactory win- 
ter egg production. Allowing the 


pullets to become infested with par- 
asites or infected with disease germs 


during the rearing period greatly 
weakens the vitality of the flock. 
There are many factors involved 
in successful management to over- 
come the fall or winter molt that so 
many poultry raisers experience ev- 
ery year. Too often, poultry raisers 
obtain high production from the pul- 
let flock for a short period after 
they are transferred to the laving 
quarters. After the short period of 


heavy. laying, however, production 
rapidly declines and they note the 
pullets going thru a partial molt.
